and that more counterfeit bills have 
been produced as more people have 
access to appropriate technology. 

Diebel said if the suspects are 
caught they would likely face fraud 
charges. He doesn't expect them to be 
from Didsbury. 

Diebel encourages business owners 
to be careful with the cash they ac¬ 
cept from customers, especially those 
who work in restaurants hotels and 
gas stations. He said those who per¬ 
petrate the crime most often are tran¬ 
sient people moving from one area to 
another. 

Twenty dollar bills, as well as 50s, 
100s, and 1000s do come with secu¬ 
rity features that distinguish them 
from the fakes. Real bills have a col¬ 
our change patch in the upper-left 
corner that changes from green to 
gold when tilted. Canadian currency 
also has randomly placed green dots 
that glow under fluorescent lights and 
can be removed if scratched. Other 
security features included on Cana¬ 
dian money include raised ink and 
micro-printing. The counterfeit bills 
have the serial numbers AAL0022688 
and AAL8228606. 

In a previous interview Sergeant 
Ron Platz said the passing of coun¬ 
terfeit notes was not a victimless 
crime as those who end up with the 
bill are not reimbursed. Most often it 
is a bank or business that ends up 
with the phony bills. 

Possessing and producing a coun¬ 
terfeit bill can carry a jail sentence of 
up to 14 years, as can uttering (pass¬ 
ing) a counterfeit bill as stated under 
Sections 450 and 452 respectively of 
the criminal code.

Two VLT players defrauded a local 
bar out of more than $1,100 last 
week. 

Police are now looking for two sus¬ 
pects that placed 56 counterfeit 20- 
dollar bills through the change ma¬ 
chine at the Didsbury Inn on the af¬ 
ternoon of March 16. 

Staff at the Didsbury Inn provided 
descriptions of two individuals they 
believe used the bills in the change 
machine. They stated that while a fe¬ 
male suspect played the machines her 
male counterpart made numerous 
trips to the cash machine. The two 
individuals spent approximately an 
hour-and-a-half or two hours in the 
bar. 

They did not order any drinks and 
staff did not recognize the individu¬ 
als as locals. 

The male is described as 20 to 25 
years-old, 510" to 6' tall, slim build, 
brown or bleached hair and wearing 
a black wind-breaker style jacket. 

The female was described as 20 to 
25-years-old, 5'5" to 5'7" tall, straight 
blonde hair a little longer than shoul¬ 
der length wearing blue jeans and a 
three-quarter length jacket. 

Investigating officer Tim Diebel 
said 54 of the bills had the same se¬ 
rial number while the other two 
matched the serial number of a bill 
previously seized from the Alberta 
Treasury Branch on March 13. The 
bill seized by the ATB is also noted 
on a list of counterfeit currency com¬ 
piled by ATB security. 

Diebel said similar incidents have

CONTRACT DISPUTE 


Local teachers withholding voluntary services

The dispute between Al¬ 
berta teachers, including 
more than 600 in Chinook’s 
Edge, and the provincial gov¬ 
ernment continues unabated 
this week, with the educators 
now operating under a with¬ 
drawal of voluntary services 
campaign. 

So far the campaign in 
Chinook's Edge has included 
a halt to many volunteer ac¬ 
tivities on the part of teach¬ 
ers, including coaching sports 
and overseeing music and 
drama, sources confirm. 

The Alberta Teachers Asso¬ 
ciation (ATA) launched the 
campaign last week. Teachers 
have been asked to withdraw 
all voluntary services, includ¬ 
ing marking achievement ex¬ 
ams, preparing new curricu¬ 
lum, and overseeing sports, 
drama and music activities. 

The ATA has also launched 
a court challenge to the prov¬ 
ince’s new Education Services 
Settlement Act (ESSAl. 

The act imposed binding 
arbitration on teachers and 
school boards in the area of 
salaries, making it illegal for 
teachers to renew any strike 
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action for 18 months. 

The arbitration does not 
include the contentious issues 
of teacher-pupil ratios, some¬ 
thing that has enraged teach¬ 
ers. 

“We must be clear that our 
schools will be very different 
from this point onward,” said 
ATA president Larry Booi. 
“The responsibility for this 
situation rests entirely with 
the provincial government 
and school boards, who chose 
this appalling legislation over 
a good-faith offer by teachers 
to resolve the dispute. 

“Teachers no longer have 
any illusions about being 
treated fairly or in good faith, 
but we are determined to do 
what is necessary to bring 
about the changes that our 
profession and our schools 
require.” 

Sundre-area MLA and cabi¬ 
net minister Ty Lund said 
teachers must do more to 
bring about a settlement. 

“It’s up to the teachers,” 
said Lund. 

“They are not doing any¬ 
thing illegal. It’s unfortunate 
because the students are the 
ones that will feel the impact, 
but I’m hopeful that when the 


arbitrator gets finished that 
will help settle things down, 
but that will take some time 
because it is school board by 
school board. 

“We’re still hoping that 
some boards and local schools 
settle. We’re hoping some of 
that will happen. I thought 
this was a good process be¬ 
cause we get that wage issue 
settled.” 

The government has acted 
in good faith, and the ATA 
has already received every¬ 
thing it has asked for, said 
Lund. 

“I’m somewhat perplexed 
by what is going on because 
when Booi met with the pre¬ 
mier and the two Ministers 
(Dunford and Oberg) he said 
he wanted the wage issue set¬ 
tled, he wanted that through 
a legislated arbitration and 
now he’s got that,” said 
Lund. 

“Then he said he wanted a 
Mazankowski-type commis¬ 
sion to deal with all of the 
other issues, and now he’s 
getting that. So I’m at a loss 
why this type of reaction when 
he is getting what he asked 
for.” 

Will the new act stand up 


to the teachers’ court chal¬ 
lenge? 

“Oh yes,” he said. “If we 
were doing the things the un¬ 
ion is saying we are doing, 
then it wouldn’t, but this 
nonsense that not more than 
two teachers can talk, I mean 
what kind of nonsense, where 
are earth does that come 
from?” 

Lund called on 
stakeholders to take part in 
the 18-month public educa¬ 
tion consultation process out¬ 
lined by the province. 

“We need to have a public 
discussion about all of the 
things that are going on in 
education, and make sure 
that the public knows about 
all the good things that are 
going on as well because that 
seems to get lost in this whole 
discussion.” 

Responding to ATA sugges¬ 
tions the new act is a viola¬ 
tion of teachers’ rights, 
Learning Minister Lyle Oberg 
said nothing could be further 
from the truth. 

“I want to reassure teach¬ 
ers that this legislation does 
not take away their right to 


assemble,” said Oberg. “The 
legislation’s sole purpose is to 
find resolutions to the current 
disputes between teachers and 
the school boards.” 

The ATA has repeatedly 
said it’s dispute is with the 
provincial government, not 
with the school boards. 

The teachers have an¬ 
nounced a “long-term cam¬ 
paign of political action to pro¬ 
mote their cause and the 
cause of public education in 
the arena of public opinion”. 

No talks are scheduled be¬ 
tween Chinook’s Edge school 
board and member of the ATA 
local #17.

MP Myron Thompson will meet new Alliance leader

MP Myron Thompson says 
he has no plans to give up his 
Wild Rose seat to allow newly- 
elected Canadian Alliance 
leader Stephen Harper to get 
into Parliament. 

"Are you kidding?" said 
Thompson. "No, I'm not pre¬ 
pared to give it up. Forty four 
thousand people voted for me so 
I better stick in there." 

Harper soundly defeated 
principle rival Stockwell Day 
during last week's leadership 
vote. 

Controversy over Day's lead¬ 
ership, including the defection 
of a number of high-profile 
members into an alliance with 


the rival Tories, lead to the 
leadership race. Day was 
elected as Alliance chief in the 
summer of 2000. 

Harper must seek a seat in 
Parliament if he is to lead his 
party from the House. 
Thompson has not been asked 
to give up his seat. 

Thompson, who backed Day 
during the leadership race, will 
have a private meeting with the 
new leader this week. He is not 
sure what position Harper will 
want him to fill in the shadow 
cabinet. 

Backing Day shouldn't hurt 
Thompson's position in the new 
Harper-lead Alliance, he sug¬ 
gested. 

"Steven indicated to me 


when I talked to him that he is 
not worried about me. I'm loyal 
to the party and the democratic 
process and I always will be." 

Will Harper be a good 
leader? 

"I think he'll do fine. I think 
the key is we get 100 per cent 
behind him. You know what 
happens when you don’t. I 
think we have learned some 
hard lessons and now we will 
be prepared to seek our 
agenda." 

During his acceptance 
speech. Harper said PC leader 
Joe Clark was only interested 
in building a "second Liberal 
Party". Thompson agreed. 

"They're talking about coop¬ 
eration and this other stuff in 


one breath and yet they are say¬ 
ing different things in another 
breath," said Thompson. "They 
are all over the map." 

Truper McBride, Wild Rose 
PC association president, said 
Harper's election doesn’t bode 
well for the party. 

"Governments are elected 
through bridge building not 
wall building but unfortunately 
wall building is all that Mr. 
Harper seems intent on doing," 
said Truper. "As for Mr. Harper 
saying that Mr. Clark is trying 
to form a second Liberal party, 
that's just plain stupidity at its 
best. 

"Perhaps Mr. Harper should 
consider renaming the Cana¬ 
dian Alliance party to the Ca¬ 


nadian Isolation party. The 
members have voted them¬ 
selves into never ending oppo¬ 
sition in the House of Com¬ 
mons." 

The dissidents who left the 
Day-lead caucus last summer to 
join with the Clark Tories can 
stay away for all he cares, said 
Thompson. 

"It’s up to their constituents. 
It's insignificant whether they 
do or not. They are not mem¬ 
bers anymore. There is a proc¬ 
ess to go through to get that." 

Do you want them to come 
back? 

"No. They are obviously not 
interested. They have made 
their decisions. Stay where you 
are and live by your decisions."

On hearing the news there was going to be no money allo¬ 
cated for the board a letter came to the Review accompanied by 
a list of the organizations that have been helped by the fund¬ 
ing. 

The list shows the true value of the lottery board. The Dids- 
bury Ag. Society received $3,200 for steel panels for the arena, 
Didsbury and District Curling Club received $20,000 to replace 
the ice plant condenser, the Didsbury and District Bus Asso¬ 
ciation received $50,000 for a new bus and the list goes on and 
on listing allocations in Didsbury, Carstairs, Olds, Cremona 
and Sundre. 

It is going to become increasingly harder for these groups to 
raise the funds for the above projects. To raise $50,000 for a 
bus could easily take years. The lottery boards were created in 
1988 just before plebiscites were to be held on whether the 
province should keep VLTs in local bars. The move allowed 
local groups to profit and gave the Tories a better shot of the 
revenue generating machines. 

Now the money that is generated will go towards roads and 
infrastructure and it will become harder for local groups to get 
access to these funds. We have been told that we are going to

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Why Ralph raised your taxes 


Only 14 months after promising you that "the 
only way taxes are going in this province are 
down," Premier Ralph Klein has started taking 
more money out of your pocket. In blatant vio¬ 
lation of the promise he made prior to his 2001 
re-election, Alberta Budget 2002-03 has $722 
million in tax increases, offset by only $81 mil¬ 
lion in tax cuts for businesses. 

The day after breaking his word to Albertans, 
Ralph told reporters he "had to" raise taxes. In¬ 
deed, sooner or later somebody "had to" pay for 
the Alberta government's spending spree over 
the past six year. Budget 1996-97 saw total spend¬ 
ing on all government programs (health, educa¬ 
tion, social services, transportation, infrastruc¬ 
ture) of $12.8 billion. Budget 2002-03 will see 
taxpayers shell out $18.6 billion for politicians 
to spend on government programs - an increase 
of 457,. 

But hasn't Alberta's population grown since 
1996, and hasn't there been inflation? Yes, cu¬ 
mulative inflation from 1996 to 2002 is 16%. And 
Alberta’s population is up 12%, from 2.78 mil¬ 
lion to 3.13 million. 

If government spending had risen with infla¬ 
tion and population growth. Budget 2002-03 
would see $16.7 billion spent on programs in¬ 
stead of $18.6 billion. That would leave $1.9 bil¬ 
lion more in the pockets of Albertans. But it gets 
better. 

If government spending since 1996 had in¬ 
creased with population and inflation, Alberta 
would be completely debt-free today, not paying 
$585 million on debt servicing costs this year. 
The bottom line: an extra $795 left in the pocket 
of every man, woman and child in Alberta, or 


$3,180 for a family of four. 

What would your family do with an extra 
$3,180? Take a vacation? Or perhaps a longer 
or better vacation? Renovate the house? Give 
more to charity? Use it towards a new car? Pay 
off some personal debt? Save for your children's 
education? Save for your own retirement? 

It's irrelevant, because your $3,180 will be 
spent by politicians. On worthy causes, no doubt. 
Higher salaries for doctors, nurses, MLAs, pro¬ 
vincial government employees and even for 
teachers, to a lesser extent. Private sector work¬ 
ers don't get raises of 15% or 20% over two years, 
yet they are forced to pay for public sector work¬ 
ers who do. 

The Alberta government should start asking 
three questions about every government minis¬ 
try, program, and project: is it really necessary 
for government to perform this task? Is it im¬ 
possible for families, charities, voluntary asso¬ 
ciations, or the private sector to accomplish the 
goal? Is this program or project so important 
that it justifies taking money away from a young 
family? Only when the answer to all three ques¬ 
tions is "yes" should government take money 
away from the taxpayers who have earned it. 

It's true that Ralph "had to" raise your taxes 
in order to pay for his spending spree these past 
six years. But it's not true that he "had to" in¬ 
crease spending 45% when population and in¬ 
flation together went up only 28% Ralph obvi¬ 
ously hasn't been asking the three questions in 
the paragraph above. Instead, he chose to break 
his promise to you, and raise your taxes.

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Ideas about safety differ in different countries 


Dear Family and Friends, 

I thought that maybe this 
letter would be about smells, 
but two other things will also 
come in. Monday afternoon we 
had the first real rainstorm, one 
that at least made the ground 
wet. During the rain, it smelled 
very musty, like leaves and 
grass getting wet—just like 
they did. The next morning I 
went for a walk and the smell 
was fresh, like the air had been 
washed, like it had been. Then 
there was the smell of the flow¬ 
ering trees, very nice. The flow¬ 
ers themselves smell wonderful, 
but there is a green fuzz that 
comes off some of the trees that 
has a strong but pleasant smell. 

As I walked down by the 
parking lot, the smell from the 
thatch of the small huts where 
students can wait for their 
rides, was another distinct, but 
not pleasant, smell, kind of like 
wet straw. Lastly was another 
not-pleasant smell. Over by the 
computer lab, new shrubs have 
been planted and to hasten 
their growth, tacky was added. 
Tacky, probably spelled ‘taki’, 
is animal manure used as ferti¬ 
lizer. It definitely wasn’t a 
pleasant smell, but the rain had 
stirred it up a bit. 


Enough about smells. The 
other day I took the car to get 
the oil changed. I supplied the 
oil, filter, and the power steer¬ 
ing fluid. The cost of the labor 
and grease was about 72 cents 
U.S. or about $1.15 Canadian. 
For this amount, the young 
man at the Mobil station, us¬ 
ing proper tools, changed the 
oil, the filter, and checked the 
transmission, differential, and 
power steering fluids. When I 
think about the cost of labor 
here, I’m surprised that I want 
to do anything myself. How¬ 
ever, sometimes one gets what 
one pays for. In the case of the 
oil change, it didn’t require 
great skill or even much train¬ 
ing. This young man did a good 
job and I was very grateful to 
have my vehicle looked after. 
I’m not sure how the petrol sta¬ 
tion can afford to pay this man 
for his services, but it certainly 
helps me. 

Lastly, we went prayer walk¬ 
ing on Saturday morning 
among some people who live 
close to Jos but are mostly 
unreached by the Gospel. They 
are predominantly animists, or 
traditional African religionists. 
We were in a ‘village’ not far 
from the army barracks. 


There were many ‘com¬ 
pounds’ spread out over quite 
a large area. We stopped near 
these compounds and prayed 
for those living there. Our 
guide told us that he is a ‘job¬ 
less youth’ meaning that he 
has finished the schooling that 
he and his family can afford but 
he has no gainful employment. 
He spoke English well. He also 
spoke Hausa, the trade lan¬ 
guage, and Rukuba, the lan¬ 
guage of his own people. It was 
interesting to hear his com¬ 
ments about those living in the 
compounds, many of whom he 
claimed were Christian. 

Blindness is a common prob¬ 
lem in the village. At least two 
of the ten or so compounds we 
prayed for had blind older peo¬ 
ple living there.

The well by the local primary 
school was just a hole in the 
ground, quite deep but with no 
protection to keep someone 
from falling in, and only a few 
feet from the school buildings. 
We as Westerners certainly 
have different ideas about

Counterfeit money crimes rise in Didsbury area

In fewer than three months the Olds RCMP have 
received more counterfeit bills than in all of 2001. 

Twenty phony bills have been turned into the 
detachment since January compared to last year's 
total of about 15. 

The majority of the counterfeits are $20 bills, 
however, there have also been two or three fake 
tens turned in. 

"Somebody has gone to a lot of work to produce 
these," says Olds Community Cst. Mike Miller. 

Brassard gives 
provincial budget 
mixed review

Chinook's Edge Board Chair Roy Brassard is en¬ 
couraged about the provinces announcement to in¬ 
crease education spending by 4.7 per cent, but still 
has concerns about the future. 

Learning Minister Lyle Oberg said the budget 
includes a three per cent overall grant increase and 
another two percent earmarked for teachers. 

Brassard said he is happy the money announced 
is secured and he is equally happy about the prov¬ 
ince's decision to put some $50 million saved while 
teachers were on strike back into the system. 

Concern remains about the future. 

"We still have lots of concerns especially when 
you look at infrastructure costs. Costs are escalat¬ 
ing," said Brassard who expressed concern about 
utility costs. 

At the Chinook's Edge March regular meeting 
Corporate Secretary Terresa Dersch reported to the 
board that she was expecting a deficit in the Main¬ 
tenance and Operations budget. 

Brassard said in the past the board was able to 
transfer funds but because recent provincial changes 
that is no longer an option. 

"It removes some flexibility," said Brassard. 

Chinook's Edge has been planning to build a new 
school in Innisfail and upgrades have been on a 
wish list for Didsbury High School and Ross Ford 
Elementary to receive upgrades. 

Brassard said last week he doesn't know if the 
provincial budget will affect the future of those 
projects. 

"Some of those schools are desperate for renova¬ 
tions but we are still waiting for funding.” 

Sticking with the provinces responsibility in edu¬ 
cation, Brassard said he is looking forward to the 
review on education that was announced recently 
by the Alberta government. 

He said Chinook's Edge plans on being aggres¬ 
sive in getting their input included in the review 
as future budgets will impact on issues such as 
class sizes and special needs students.

With the technology available in today’s market 
it is becoming easier for criminals to produce repli¬ 
cas that don't raise suspicion until it is too late. 

According to Miller, if you don't know what to 
look for it is easy to be fooled. "It is tough to pick 
up on counterfeit bills." 

In most cases it isn't until the counterfeit bill 
reaches a bank that it is discovered. 

This usually means the person or business that 
accepted the fake is out $20. 

Didsbury and Caroline hotels have been hit hard. 

Unfortunately the cost is much higher if more 
than one counterfeit is passed at one location. 

A Didsbury hotel was hit with 56 phony $20 bills 
at one time. 

According to Cst. Tim Diebel of the Didsbury 
RCMP, this has helped with the investigation. 

The bills all came from a change machine in the 
hotel bar used by gamblers playing the VLTs. 

Staff members remembered seeing a couple go¬ 
ing back and forth to the change machine often over 
the course of the one evening. Although it seemed 
odd, nothing was said until after the fakes were 
discovered. 

As a result, the hotel will be out more than 

$ 1 , 000 . 

In a Caroline hotel the same thing happened. 

Cpl. Jay Arsenault of the Sundre RCMP says 25 
counterfeit twenties were passed in the exact same 
fashion. 

A couple playing the VLTs used the change ma¬ 
chine to exchange the counterfeits for legal tender, 


leaving the hotel $500 short. 

Counterfeits have been spreading across South¬ 
ern Alberta. 

Mountain View County isn't the only part of the 
province where the counterfeits are turning up. 

From Red Deer to Lethbridge the phony bills have 
been showing up in large numbers. 

According to police, the bills are very good cop¬ 
ies and difficult to catch. 

The counterfeiters are often transients, passing 
fake bills as they pass through town. 

This makes it harder for police to shut-down the 
operation. 

What to watch for 

Even though the counterfeits are not easy to dis¬ 
cover, it is easier when you know what to look for. 

*Check the serial number. RCMP have identi¬ 
fied three serial numbers to watch for: AAL0286622, 
AAL6286860 and AAL8228606. 

Cst. Diebel says he has also noticed some with a 
VAY prefix. He adds, if you noticed two bills with 
the same serial number, one or both could be coun¬ 
terfeit. 

*The colour of the counterfeits is also slightly 
different from a genuine note. If placed side by side, 
the phony bills look different. 

If you think you might have a counterfeit bill, 
take it to the police department and they can verify 
whether or not the note is a fake. 

For businesses wanting to educate their employ¬ 
ees about counterfeits, the RCMP are willing to do 
presentations.

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Marz "satisfied" with Alberta budget

the Conservative MLA. 

The Alberta government raised 
health care premiums by 30 per cent, 
raised taxes on cigarettes by $2.25 per 
pack, increased traffic, court and mo¬ 
tor vehicle fees by 20 per cent and in¬ 
troduced a tax to visiting National 
Hockey League players in order help the 
struggling Flames and Oilers. 

Meanwhile overall spending in the 


province has been reduced by 8.1 per 
cent. Spending in health, however, has 
increased by 7.3 per cent and education 
spending increased by 4.7 per cent. 

"It's a tough budget," said Marz. "But 
we were able to supply increases to high 
priority areas. 

"There are some things in the budget 
that people may be upset over but we 
were able to increase spending in health 
and education. We've seen a good in¬ 
crease in both of those areas” 

The raise in health care premiums 
are significant. Individuals will pay ap¬ 
proximately $120 more per year and 
families will pay double that more a year 
as their fees expand by $240. 

Marz said the increases were recom¬ 
mended in the Mazankowski report and 
he believes the increased rates will make 
people more responsible about how they 
use the health care system. 

"We want all of these things but we 
have to pay for them somehow," said 
Marz. 

"Sin taxes” are taxes that people 


choose to pay, said Marz. He said if peo¬ 
ple don't want to pay the taxes that are 
attached to cigarettes, booze, and speed¬ 
ing tickets, they don’t have to. 

Marz didn't know how grants going 
to municipalities would be affected by 
the budget but said the minister was 
going to talk with municipalities soon. 

While community lottery boards will 
be disbanded grants will still be issued 
through the Community Facility En¬ 
hancement Program. 

Marz said that would be good news 
for municipalities because some projects 
had already been planned. 

Marz doesn't know if there will be 
any highway projects that will be 
scrapped but said the expansion on 
highway 2A between Carstairs and Dids- 
bury has already been contracted out 
and is guaranteed to go ahead. 

The local MLA is optimistic that 
things will get better for the province. 

"Things are starting to look more 
positive for Alberta, but we can't base 
our budget on speculation.” 


MLA Richard Marz said he is satis¬ 
fied with Alberta's provincial budget con¬ 
sidering that the province was working 
with significantly lower revenues than 
the past two years. 

"Considering the revenues, I am sat¬ 
isfied with it. I don't think you will find 
anyone who is happy to pay more," said 


Commission not responsible 
for recycling costs, says CAO

status-quo for one year if improvements 
in conditions were maintained at the site 
for one year. 

In the past the Town of Didsbury paid 
the Lions $40 per tonne to handle recy¬ 
clable dropped off at the location. The 
Waste Commission offered to do it for 
$8 per tonne. 

The press release pointed out that the 
Town by being a member of the Com¬ 
mission has access to a low-cost, ex¬ 
panded recycling program that would 
collect recyclable items and would pro¬ 
vide more drop-off points, but that un¬ 
til the Town of Didsbury opts in to the 
Commission's programs, the Commis¬ 
sion has nothing to do with decisions 
affecting recycling in Didsbury. 

"The Waste Commission encourages 
recycling of as much material as possi¬ 
ble. This is why it has designed its pro¬ 
grams to accept a wide-variety of mate¬ 
rials. By using the revenue from higher- 
priced commodities to offset the expense 
of the items with little or no value we 
can recycle a wider variety of materials 
and keep the costs down. This diverts 
more materials from the waste stream 
and keeps waste management costs 
down." 


The Mountain View Waste Commis¬ 
sion issued a press release last week in 
response to a flood of calls asking about 
the recent addition of a utility fee for 
recycling. 

Waste Commission CAO Larry Nault 
said the office has been receiving four 
or five calls a day and that’s why the 
fax was sent out. 

"The recent addition of a utility fee 
for recycling has resulted in a lot of 
questions being asked about the Com¬ 
mission’s recycling program. The Waste 
Commission has nothing to do with the 
recycling program in Didsbury," states 
the press release. 

At their Jan. 23 regular Council meet¬ 
ing Town Council decided to support the 
Didsbury Lions and the Recycling Cen¬ 
tre despite being able to deal with 
reeyclables for less money through the 
Waste Commission. 

The decision made by the Town in 
January was done so in part because 
Councillors felt the Centre provided a 
valuable service to challenged individu¬ 
als who worked there. 

Council passed a motion to remain

Earthy display will 


be at Trade Show

I know it may be hard to believe as you wade 
through snowdrifts and laboriously dig your vehicle 
out from under yet another 4 inches of the white stuff, 
but spring (apparently) is just around the corner. And 
with the arrival of spring comes Didsbury's Annual 
Trade Show. 

This year the Didsbury Environmental Advisory 
Board (DEAB) is going to have a lot of information to 
share with you during the Trade Show. We will be set 
up at the Town's kiosk and we will have information 
available regarding DEAB itself, Arbor Day, 
Composting, Didsbury Walking Path project and Earth 
Day. 

Earth Day is the largest and most celebrated envi¬ 
ronmental event in the world. It occurs every April 
22nd with projects and events that address local envi¬ 
ronmental issues being staged by 500 million people 
in over 180 countries. Almost all Canadian school chil¬ 
dren participate in some kind of Earth Day activity. 

Earth Day was initially created as an environmen¬ 
tal awareness event in the US in 1970 and became an 
international event in 1990. It is now celebrated an¬ 
nually as the birthday of the environmental movement. 
Wisconsin Governor Gaylord Nelson and Harvard Uni¬ 
versity student Denis Hayes were the lead organizers 
of the first Earth Day, which ultimately involved 20 
million people in 'teach-ins' that focused on the envi¬ 
ronmental pollution of decades. 

A new awareness and understanding of our envi¬ 
ronment was brought to light by the first celebration 
and as a result the US Congress passed clean air and 
water acts and established the Environmental Protec¬ 
tion Agency. 

The first international Earth Day generated enough 
pressure on heads of state that many of them took 
part in the UN Earth Summit in Rio de Janeiro where 
issues such as worldwide species loss and climate 
change were discussed at length. 

There is now such an abundance of Earth Day events 
ranging from large public activities such as Earth 
Walks, festivals and habitat clean-ups to small private 
events hosted by schools and employee and commu¬ 
nity groups that, in Canada at least, Earth Day has 
been expanded into Earth Week and even Earth Month. 

Another Earth conscious event that occurs in the 
spring is Arbor Day. It began in Nebraska with a pro¬ 
posal by J. Sterling Morton to the State Board of Agri¬ 
culture for a tree-planting holiday. Arbor Day was of¬ 
ficially proclaimed by Nebraska's governor on March 
12th, 1874 and celebrated on April 10th, 1874. It is 
now celebrated in many countries around the world, 
Canada included, and takes place at different times, 
which are dependent on the best tree planting weather 
for the area. In Didsbury, Arbor Day takes place on 
May 4th and will be celebrated with tree planting and 
environmental cleanup activities. 

The idea behind Arbor Day is to highlight the im¬ 
portance of trees and other plant life to the environ¬ 
ment and the well being of all living species, humans 
included. 

Trees and plants filter the air of impurities and par¬ 
ticles, cool the atmosphere, provide habitat and food 
for all kinds of animals, anchor the soil thereby pre¬ 
venting erosion, as well as providing aesthetically 
pleasing landscapes. 

To learn more about Earth Day and Arbor Day, as 
well as Composting, local walking paths and the Dids¬ 
bury Environmental Advisory Board, be sure to visit 
us on the 6th and 7th of April at the Trade Show in 
the Didsbury Memorial Complex. In the mean time 
stay warm and remember that spring is just around 
the corner.

QUESTION: You’ve indicated when sex education 
should begin. When should it end? 

DR. DOBSON: You should plan to end your formal 
instructional program about the time your son or daugh¬ 
ter enters puberty (the time of rapid sexual development 
in early adolescence). 

Puberty usually begins between the ages of 10 and 13 
for girls and between 11 and 14 for boys. Once they enter 
this developmental period, they are typically embarrassed 
by discussions of sex with their parents. Adolescents usu¬ 
ally resent adult intrusion during this time — unless they 
raise the topic themselves. 

In other words, this is an area where teens should in¬ 
vite parents into their lives. I feel that we should respect 
their wishes. We are given 10 or 12 years to provide the 
proper understanding of human sexuality. 

After that foundation has been laid, we serve primarily 
as resources to whom our children can turn when the 
need exists. 

That is not to say parents should abdicate their re¬ 
sponsibility to provide guidance about issues related to 
sexuality, dating, marriage, etc., as opportunities present 
themselves. 

Again, sensitivity to the feelings of the teen is para¬ 
mount. If he or she wishes to talk, by all means, welcome 
the conversation. In other cases, parental guidance may 
be most effective if offered indirectly. 

Trusted youth workers at church or in a club program 
such as Campus Life or Young Life can often break the 
ice when parents can’t. I’d also suggest that you arrange 
a subscription for your kids to magazines that provide 
solid advice — from the perspective of a friend, rather 
than an authority figure. 

Examples include Brio (for girls ages 12 and up), and 
Breakaway (for boys ages 12 and up), both of which are 
available through Focus on the Family. 

QUESTION: My boyfriend and I have been seeing each 
other for almost a year. Initially, he would freely show me 
a great deal of respect and affection. 

Lately, however. I’m seeing less and less of this atten¬ 
tion. I don’t want to be overly sensitive, but I don’t want 
to be used as a doormat either. How can I know for sure 
what is the case? 

DR. DOBSON: Give yourself a little test by answer¬ 
ing these questions about the relationship. 

Are you making all the phone calls to the other per¬ 
son? Does he tell you the truth invariably? Have you been 
“stood up” without a reasonable excuse? Do you fear he 
is slipping away, and is that causing you to “grab and 
hold”? Are you tolerating insults that others would not 
accept? Does he show evidence of “cherishing” you and 
wanting to make you happy? Does he reveal your secrets 
to others and make comments about you in public that 
embarrass you? Is he physically abusive at times? Does 
he ever “reach” for you instead of your reaching for him? 
Do your friends ever say, “Why do you put up with the 
stuff he does?” 

These are questions that only you can answer. But if 
you are honest with yourself, you will have no difficulty 
identifying disrespectful components to your relationship. 

If you come up with the wrong answers, the solution is 
not to beg him to do better. It is to pull back and see if he 
follows. 

If not, you’re better off looking for someone else. 

QUESTION: Does the feeling of entrapment in mar¬ 
riage happen only late in life, or does it sometimes occur 
earlier? 

DR. DOBSON: Trapped reactions can occur among 
teen-agers during courtship or at any time within a mar¬ 
riage — from the first day of the honeymoon to 50 years 
thereafter. 

They happen any time one partner devalues the worth 
of the other and feels stuck in the relationship. 

They form the cornerstone of midlife crises among men, 
and are typical of women who feel their husbands are wimpy 
and lacking in confidence. 

I believe the majority of divorces can be traced to the 
twin reactions of disrespect and marital claustrophobia.

Childcare service fills important need in Didsbury area

Wouldn't it be nice if the 
schedules we do our work by 
each day matched the schedules 
we send our kids to school by 
each day? Nice...but for the 
majority of working parents; 
quite impossible. 

That's where Just Done for 
Fun comes in handy. For close 
to five years now, the non-profit 
before-and-after-school-care 
program has been filling the 
void felt by dozens of local par¬ 
ents when school and work 
hours collide. 

Trudy Goode has been work¬ 
ing with Just Done for Fun for 
the past three years and brings 
with her close to 20 years of 


childcare experience. Goode 
says the service she helps pro¬ 
vide is becoming more and 
more essential. "We take care 
of school-aged kids between the 
ages of kindergarten and grade 
6 by watching them either be¬ 
fore school in cases where their 
parents have to be at work 
early, or after school in cases 
where the school day has ended 
before the parents' work day." 

Just Done for Fun is offered 
out of Ross Ford School - a qual¬ 
ity Goode says is just one of its 
many selling features. "A lot of 
parents really like our 
service,...especially when it's 
been as cold as what we have 


just had. You don't have to 
worry about taking your kids 
out in the cold to bring them 
here. They just leave the class¬ 
room and come right over." 
Goode comments, "...we are 
convenient and accessible." 

And there's more. Aside from 
being convenient and timely. 
Just Done for Fun offers a 
multitude of recreational, edu¬ 
cational, artistic and social ac¬ 
tivities to keep school-aged kids 
(Kindergarten to Grade 6) en¬ 
tertained and busy. "We offer a 
great variety of arts and crafts, 
gym time, computer time, lego, 
puzzles and books for children 
of all ages. There's lots for kids 


to do here..." 

Because Just Done for Fun 
is a non-profit organization 
organizers are continually 
searching for ways to offer vol¬ 
unteer service to the commu¬ 
nity in exchange for donations. 
Goode asks that anyone with 
fundraising ideas call Just 
Done for Fun at 335-8168. 

Just Done for Fun charges 
an hourly fee of $3.45 plus a 
$10.00 registration charge. The 
hours of operation are from 
6:30 am - 8:30 am and then 
from 3:00 pm - 6:00 pm.

Padnoma members working hard at the Recycling Centre 


Few of us even give it a sec¬ 
ond thought, but did you know 
that the Didsbury Recycling 
Centre helps create more than 
just a better environment? 

For workers with Padnoma 
Support Services out of Olds, 
it also creates a valuable work 
experience for many of their 
clients. It's an arrangement the 
Lions Club and Town-run fa¬ 
cility find has been working 
quite well, in fact. Right now, 
for example, five representa¬ 
tives from Padnoma work at the 
facility compacting "recyclables" 
into large bales for transport 
to either Red Deer or Calgary. 


The bales are then sold to an¬ 
other facility where the major¬ 
ity of the proceeds go to sup¬ 
port the workers. It’s an ar¬ 
rangement Recycling Centre 
Manager Jim Adamchick says 
works well. "There's only a 
small administration fee that 
goes back to the Lions, the rest 
goes directly to the workers." 
This is the eighth year the Li¬ 
ons Club has been working 
with Padnoma at the Didsbury 
Recycling Centre where an av¬ 
erage of 6 - 10 bales of recycling 
are compacted each week. "We 
recycle over 200 metric tonnes 
per year," says Adamchick "...I 


think recycling has caught on 
quite well here. People are re¬ 
ally doing well with this. We 
have extended the number of 
days we are open as well from 
two to five days per week." 

"Recyclables" for 

Didsburians, Adamchick 
points out, refers to any or all 
of the following items: card¬ 
board, milk cartons, oil, tin 
cans, old phone books and #2 
plastic containers. The Dids¬ 
bury Recycling Centre is open 
each weekday from 8:30 am to 
4:00 pm.

Local community 
lottery board 
shocked about 
lack of funding

The Community Lottery Board #61 Society for Mountain 
View County thought their funding in this provincial budget 
was a sure thing - they were wrong. 

To their surprise the budget included zero money for the 
first time since the society’s inception in 1988. These boards 
publicly spent a small fraction of this government’s lottery 
profits, in the community. 

Many people in this area will remember voting to keep VLTs 
during the 1998 municipal election because these funds were 
doing so much good in the community. 

This society’s mandate, to fund non-profit society’s capital 

projects at the local level, is not duplicated by any other pro- 
vinqftl 9ffi Sjj* 1 -£dr the^ofgurhzhtions ytfhb would bave been 
making applications this year, there will be no alternatives. 

To date, this society has distributed nearly $1.8 million 
through 319 grants to 159 different organizations in this 
county and its urban centres. 

Pat Radford, president of the society, said he was shocked 
by the lack of funding. 

“We didn't expect this,” said Radford. “We have one of the 
smallest budget lines in the province. The $50 million boards 
expected to distributed through all the Community Lottery 
Boards in the province isn’t a big piece of the $19 billion 
budget.” 

He said despite their being the smallest budgeted item in 
previous budgets he thinks the Community Lottery Board had 
the biggest cost benefit. 

All the board members are volunteers so administration 
costs were low. 

Although many of the lottery boards throughout Alberta, 
like Calgary and Red Deer, had already been accepting appli¬ 
cations for this coming year, Radford’s board decided to wait 
for new applications, promised to be distributed after the 2002 
budget was announced. 

“They led us to believe applications would be coming shortly. 
There were no leaks of what the budget held in store for us at 
our level,” said Radford. 

Last year’s projects which were deferred to this year's grant 
list will be the most disappointed to hear the news, he said. 

“Money ran out last year before the projects did so those 
projects were top listed to this year. Reed Ranch school was 
looking to upgrade their playground just to mention one of 
the groups off the top of my head.” 

In the past, the lottery board has provided funds to buy 
necessary equipment for Fire Departments, Search and Res¬ 
cue teams, school councils and service groups, day cares, 
Horizon school, seniors and community centres and muse¬ 
ums, just to name a few. The list goes on. 

“Without grants from this society, many playgrounds will 
not be upgraded, day cares won’t be able pay for new vacu¬ 
ums and libraries won’t be adding as many books to their 
collections,” said Radford. 

“There are a lot of groups out there who have relied on us 
in the past who will not be getting funded this year." 

The fate of this board is not known at this time. Radford 
said he has been told instructions are in the mail. He encour¬ 
ages any organization that has received grants in the past to 
phone their MLA and tell him the positive impact Mountain 
View Lottery Board has had on the quality of life in their 
area. 

Radford is hoping the board will be back in business next 
year, but the way things look today, he won’t be betting any 
money on it.

Water expert calling for tougher 
water management practices

Water quality expert Patty 
Cross is calling for tougher 
water management practices 
to improve the quality of the 
area watersheds. 

Cross was at the water 
quality meeting in Didsbury 
last Thursday to discuss the 
water quality of the Rosebud 
River and Lone Pine Knee 
Hill Water Shed. 

“The water quality of both 
water sheds is generally mar¬ 
ginal,” she said indicating 
her findings are typical for an 
area of high density agricul¬ 
ture. 

“There is definatly room 
for improvement.” 

Rosebud and Lone Pine are 
subject to stress by towns 
and agricultural producers 
who use the waterways. Car- 
stairs and Didsbury dump 
their waste water, storm wa¬ 
ter and lagoon into Rosebud 
River. 

Both Rosebud and Lone 
Pine are also used extensively 
by the agricultural commu¬ 
nity. 

Area residents worry about 
the contaminants like pesti¬ 
cides, salt and sand, oils and 
antifreeze that often end up 


in the water shed degrading 
the water quality. 

Cross has been studying 
water quality on Rosebud and 
Lone Pine since 1999. 

She gave a presentation to 
area residents and officials on 
the condition of these water¬ 
ways and gave an update on 
her research findings. 

“Since the 1980s water 
quality in the area has stead¬ 
ily declined,” she said. 

Rosebud has a large 
amount of nutrients and bac¬ 
teria in the waters, values 
that exceed water quality 
guidelines. Traces of pesti¬ 
cides also turned up in water 
samples. 

“This information is a 
good indication that tougher 
water management practices 
need to be applied,” she said. 
“Now we have a better idea 
of what water issues face the 
area and we can take this op¬ 
portunity to improve on those 
areas. 

As more intensive farming 
is introduced to the area, 
Rosebud and Lone Pine will 
be made even more vulner¬ 
able. Cross is urging water 
users to address these issues 
now before water quality de¬ 
clines further. 


Cross suggests area farm¬ 
ers use off site watering for 
livestock as opposed to allow¬ 
ing animals to water right off 
streams. She also suggests 
landowners use shelter belts 
to reduce erosion. 

This could be a path of trees 
or foliage that surrounds a 
property. 

She also recommends main¬ 
taining the riparian (vegeta¬ 
tion that lines creek beds) of 
water ways. “They provide a 
filter strip for area waters,” 
she said. 

“The riparian of Lone Pine 
and Rosebud really need a 
rest.” 

For towns like Carstairs 
and Didsbury who also use 
the watershed she suggests 
using dry ponds to let water 
settle out before it enters the 
system. Cross says imple¬ 
menting water management 
techniques can go a long way 
in maintaining, the integrity 
of the waterways. 

Cross is contracted to con¬ 
tinue sampling Rosebud and 
Knee Hill in the future. 

“Let’s start now before the 
water problems spin out of 
control, water is a precious 
resource that has to be man¬ 
aged.” 
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Water quality is a priority tor Alberta’s agricultural industry 


A provincial monitoring program is one of the 
many efforts in Alberta to help farmers and ranchers 
better protect water quality. An information package 
highlighting the results of the 2000 monitoring pro¬ 
gram, was released in February 2002. 

The Alberta Environmentally Sustainable Agricul¬ 
ture (AESA) Program has established a long-term 
water quality monitoring network of streams drain¬ 
ing 23 small agricultural watersheds. This program, 
called the AESA Stream Survey, is tracking trends in 
water quality over time as the agriculture industry 
grows and more environmentally sustainable prac¬ 
tices are adopted. 

"Anything that happens on land - agriculture, for¬ 
estry, and urbanization - can affect water quality,” 
says James Wuite, a water quality biologist with Al¬ 
berta Agriculture, food and Rural Development, Ed¬ 
monton. "Agriculture is doing its part to protect wa¬ 
ter quality. The AESA Stream Survey will help farm¬ 
ers and ranchers gauge whether they are maintain¬ 
ing or improving water quality in the agricultural 
areas of the province." 


Each year, a provincial overview will be issued to 
summarize the program's findings for the previous 
year. In addition, water quality information for each 
of the 23 watersheds will be summarized in the an¬ 
nual Watershed Reports. There is also a series of 
factsheets and a brochure that outlines background 
information about the program available at all Al¬ 
berta Agriculture regional offices. 

The AESA Stream Survey monitors water quality 
by collecting stream samples that are analysed for 
nutrients, such as phosphorus and nitrogen; bacte¬ 
ria such as E. cold and fecal coliforms; and, 40 pesti¬ 
cides, mostly herbicides. Samples are taken from 
March to October during high and low stream flows. 
Since water quality data tend to vary from year-to- 
year due to climatic variability, the purpose of this 
program is to monitor water quality over the long¬ 
term. "This long-term approach reflects the commit¬ 
ment of the agriculture industry to improve surface 
water quality in Alberta," says Wuite. 

The data obtained so far is preliminary and doesn't 
yet provide enough information to establish trend lines. 


However, over the next few years of annual measur¬ 
ing, this information will allow the establishment of 
benchmarks that will enable the industry to chart 
progress. 

The AESA Stream Survey is sponsored and man¬ 
aged by Alberta Agriculture, Food and Rural Devel¬ 
opment; Alberta Environment; Alberta Health and 
Wellness; and. Agriculture and Agri-Food Canada 
Prairie Farm Rehabilitation Administration. 

Other efforts to protect water quality in agricul¬ 
tural areas in Alberta include on-farm demonstration 
projects, publications and web documents on benefi¬ 
cial management practices (BMPs), and applied re¬ 
search on practices and standards. These efforts in¬ 
volve partnerships with agricultural commodity 
groups, municipalities, environmental agencies and 
others.

"A synergy group that brings all the players to 
the table provides an option that we believe 
works best," says Brown. 

Each community shapes the form of their 
synergy group to reflect their particular needs 
and issues. 

The value these groups offer and their 
experiences will be the subject of a conference 
in Red Deer in February 2002. Members will 
come together for the first time to share ideas 
on how to work in partnership on local 
development issues. 


A lot of people have a stake in oil and gas 
development in Alberta. 

That's why 50 groups across the province are 
actively analyzing issues that result from energy 
projects. Some groups - made up of local 
petroleum operators, citizens and regulators - 
are working together to resolve concerns ranging 
from company operations to health effects. 

It’s "synergy," meaning, their combined effort is 
greater than an individual one. 

The Sundre Petroleum Operators Group (SPOG) 
is one such team focused on finding solutions. 
Dave Brown, a local farmer and member of 
SPOG, believes they are following a process 
that works. 

"Synergy groups bring people together to 
learn about and understand each other," says 
Brown "If there's a concern, it belongs to all 
stakeholders. Getting around the table is 
important because it gives us the opportunity 
to look at options and seek solutions for 
everyone involved " 

The Sundre group follows a step-by-step 
process to resolve issues. 

"Anyone can phone us if they have a 
problem," he adds, stating the request is then 
logged, and a kitchen table meeting is called 


In response to public concerns, a 
provincialiy appointed sour gas panel 
has put forward 87 recommendations 
to address sour gas development and 
public safety. Work on 46 of these 
recommendations is now under way. 


During 2000, people in 22 communities 
were given the floor to speak their minds 
about sour gas. 

Their issues, such as health and safety, were 
heard loud and clear by members of an 
independent sour gas panel that included 
representatives of the petroleum industry, 
the public at large and governments. 

"The petroleum industry needed to 
listen to the people living near these 
operations," says Frank George, an 
industry representative who participated 
in the review. "The public needed to know 
that the industry and the regulator were 
ready to act." 

The panel, set up by the Alberta Energy 
and Utilities Board (EUB), responded by 
preparing a comprehensive plan with 
specific ways for industry to improve 
public safety. Work on the remaining 41 
recommendations will be implemented 
over the next two years.

Companies flare to get rid of unusable gas 
and to ensure safety during emergencies or 
routine maintenance. 

In 1998, the Clean Air Strategic Alliance 
(CASA) developed a framework for reducing 
and managing flaring in the province. 

CASA is a multi-stakeholder, non-profit 
association charged with developing an air 
quality approach for Albertans. It identified 
targets to reduce 1996 flaring levels by up to 
70% by 2007. 

"We understand the public's

In 1997 about 93 flares from nearby oil wells lit 
up the night sky around Chauvin, Alberta. 

"It was so bright, you could drive some roads 
at night without your headlights," says former 
municipal councilor Roland Larouche 
Today, 82 of those lights are out. That's part 
of an effort that saw province-wide flaring 
levels reduced 38% between 1996 and 2000, 
far exceeding the 25% target originally set 
for 2001

Didsbury Midgets become league champions 



The Didsbury Midget are league champions. 


Wednesday, March 20th, 
2002, the Didsbury Midgets 
brought home the league cham¬ 
pionship banner for the second 
time by defeating Drumheller 8 
- 2 in front of a full house in 
the Didsbury Arena. This 
write-up is not so much of the 
game, who scored, or who as¬ 
sisted but rather a tribute to 
the young men who were in¬ 
volved with this team both as 
second year players, as well as 
first year players. 

At the beginning of the year, 
8 players (7 skaters and 1 
goalie) had signed up to play 
Midget hockey in Didsbury . 
Two weeks later we had 10 
players by having two bantam 
players agreeing to play 
Midget. Hard persuasive work 
by the Didsbury Midget play¬ 
ers got three more boys back, 
and Hockey Alberta Zone reps, 
found us a back-up goalie in 
Cremona and allowed Didsbury 
Manor Hockey's application for 
an over-age player. We had our 
coaching staff in place and we 
had a team. We were off. 

Coached by Shawn Murphy, 
Mark Aubee, Cliff Murphy and 
Jeremy Heisted, and managed 
by Vaugh Christensen, the 
team started practices and 
worked hard to show the teams 
in the league that they were a 
team that was not going to go 
down easy. Discipline was the 
goal of the coaching staff and 
the boys bought into their pro¬ 
gram. The Didsbury Midgets 
were undeafeated in league 
play, playing teams from 
Brooks, Canmore, Cochrane, 
and Drumheller. Probably the 
most impressive record in Dids¬ 
bury Midget history, this team 
earned 13 “Lady Bing” points. 
These points are given to teams 
that play with under 16 min¬ 
utes in penalties in a game. It 
was rather refreshing to hear 
from players, "Did we get the 
“Lady Bing" ? after each game. 
At the end of the season, this 
Didsbury Midget team had the 
awesome record of averaging 


under 15 minutes in penalties 
per game. Five members of this 
team were in the top 10 of 
league scoring with Scott 
Murphy, (2nd year) Cody 
Archer (2nd year) and Billy 
Kohut (1st year) leading the 
pack. Stats for goalie averages 
were not kept, but Kyle 
Christensen who fielded most 
of the goalie work this year, 
with Jorie Worobec (Cremona) 
backing up when needed would 
definitely be in the top of any 
stats had they been done. 

This team was a committed 
team of boys who just wanted 
to play hockey and despite in¬ 
juries played to the best of their 
ability. Luke Spreeman, Cody 
Archer, Kyle Christensen and 
Mike Whalen had suffered in¬ 
juries in a tournament prior to 
the final game against 
Drumheller, yet suited up, de¬ 
termined to be on the ice for the 
final game. Mike Williams, our 
over-age player had surpassed 


the number of points allowed 
for an over-age player and was 
therefore not allowed to play in 
the play-offs, yet his sweater 
was on the bench and Mike was 
in the arena cheering on his 
teammates. The remaining 
players, Dylon Boyer, Adam 
Hunsperger, Travis Miko, 
Dusty Roberts, Tom Morgan, 
Matt Mantai, Andrew Parker, 
Scott Murphy, and Billy Kohut 
all pulled up their play a notch 
to ensure that the champion¬ 
ship was going to stay in Dids¬ 
bury. One cannot forget the 
contribution of the Bantam 
hockey players and parents 
who when called, came to help 
the team. Cody Edwards, 
Cordell Christensen, Brett 
Fillmore, Jeff Clazie, Will 
Harvie, Aaron Herold and John 
Arbuckle. Cory Shields, the 
Bantam coach was instrumen¬ 
tal in encouraging his players 
to play at a higher level when 
asked. 


The final game was the last 
game for many of the players. 
Scott Murphy, Cody Archer, 
Adam Hunsperger, Matt 
Mantai, Luke Spreeman, Kyle 
Christensen, and Mike 
Williams now move on to work 
on their life goals. Some of them 
have dreams for further hockey, 
others for sport scholarships. 
Hopefully the others will stay 
and help field a midget team in 
Didsbury next year. Regardless 
of their future plans, these boys 
have been shown that hard 
work, team work and discipline 
will help in life skills. One fa¬ 
ther commented " this team did 
not play "selfish" hockey. They 
skated, used their skills and 
were not afraid to pass the puck 
to earn a win for the team." On 
top of schooling, work, and 
hockey committments many of 
these boys gave back to the as¬ 
sociation, either by helping 
coaches in the younger divi¬ 
sions or acting as referees in 


the association. 

One cannot talk of this team 
without mentioning the par¬ 
ents involved. The supportive 
parents were at every game, 
regardless of the distance they 
had to travel. Two years ago, 
the midget coaching staff with 
support from Didsbury Minor 
Hockey, instituted tough disci¬ 
pline rules, regarding stupid 
penalties. They basically told 
the parents, that they take 
some of the responsibility for 
the way their boys play and act 
on the ice and not to lay all the 
responsibility on the coaching 
staff.

Not one parent was re¬ 
moved from the arena by a ref¬ 
eree for unruley conduct, nor 
were any of the coaching staff 
suspended for any reason. Dids¬ 
bury Minor Hockey and the 
Town of Didsbury can be very 
proud of these boys in their rep¬ 
resentation in other towns. 
Parents of opposing teams were 
very free with compliments on 
the dress code (many wore 
suits), the discipline the team 
displayed on the ice, and with 
the hockey skills displayed. 
Even more complimentary were 
remarks from opposing team 
members, wishing they could 
play on the Didsbury team. 

Hockey is a game, to be en¬ 
joyed by all, players, parents 
and fans and when it stops be¬ 
ing a game it stops being fun 
for everyone. These Midget 
boys played the game. They had 
fun, enjoyed the friendships of 
other players and accepted the 
challenges before them. 
Thanks boys for showing that 
the game is still alive and worth 
supporting - thanks to 
Didsbury Minor Hockey Execu¬ 
tive in their untiring efforts to 
field a team and a very special 
thanks to the fans who sup¬ 
ported this team all year.

He's known as "Smokin Joe" for a reason. 

Entering his 2‘2nd season of tossing a lasoo at calves 
on the Canadian Professional Rodeo Association cir¬ 
cuit, calf roper Joe Lucas, of Carstairs, has accom¬ 
plished almost everything a rodeo competitor wants 
to achieve. 

The only thing missing on his impressive resume 
through the years is a National Finals Rodeo title 
which usually constitutes into a World championship. 

A four-time Canadian calf roping champion, Lucas 
has won over $407,000 on Canadian soil and holds 
the record for the most money won in the event at the 
Canadian Finals Rodeo, $20,965, which he accumu¬ 
lated at the 1997 CFR, an event he has qualified for 
20 times. 

In 1983 Lucas was named the Rookie of the Year at 


illustrious career. Besides winning honors in the ro¬ 
deo infield, Lucas was named the Cowboy of the Year 
in 1996.

Spring Rodeo held from March 15-17 in Camrose, 
Lucas has shown no signs of retiring his lasoo. The 
veteran roper flanked his calf in a lightning 8.7 sec¬ 
onds to claim first place, a win worth $1,052.
